Please 
do it this way again, only v;ithout mo there to ask questions. I can write you 
questions afterword if I havo any# 

Orestes, I have ta^en this time beginning before daylight when I should not 
be getting so little rest while I am recovering and in pro! ere nee to the work I've 
postponed that I need for court tomorrow because I know you can be helpful and 
because you have been and because you may not only know what you eayjbut can also 
give me information that may fit with work I have dear- that you do not know# One 
little fact that may moan nothing to you m ay fit with what I have done or with 
records I have obtained from tho govemmont# /
